Troops’ Withdrawn From 
 Bendhi Bazar in Bombay 
—14 Policemen Are In-

RANGOON, Burma, May 28.— 
Two persons were killed when the 
military police opened fire this eve- 
ning on a party of Indian Mosiems 


in a new outbreak of yesterday's 
disorders. . 

‘Moslems*held up a street car and 
assaulted Burman passengers. The 
military police were met with vol- 
leys of sténes when the dispersed 
the rioters. Many were injured on 
both sides of the encounter. 

The Rangoon police this evening 
again opéned fire on @ band of 
Burmas who attacked residents in 
the neighborhood of the contagious 
‘disease hospital.

‘BOMBAY, May 28.-—— Detach- 
ments of the East Lancashire regi- 
ments which were. on guard in the 
Bhendi bazar district, Moslem quar- 


ter, were withdrawn today. The 
section was quiet and showed lit- 
tle trace of Moslem attacks against 
the police in which four persons 
were killed and 53 injured. _ 

Axrough computation of official 
figures showed that in Rangoon, 
Lucknow, Dacca and Bombay 82 
persons had been killed, 863 in- 
jured and hundreds arrested. 

Over the week-end the riots 
broke out of the bounds of the civil 
disobedience campaign. They over- 
shadowed the salt raids of Ma- 
hatma Gandhi's volunteers and 
made of “nonviolence” a merely 
academic term. 

In Rangoon, the Burmese capi- 
tal, 
heayy earthquake of several weeks 
ago, soldiers and police are striv- 
ing to maintain a hold over fight- 
ing dock strikers. There 63 per- 
sons were killed and 736 injured. 

Priests Try to Check Rioters. 

Buddhist priests and Indian 
leaders strove today to allay ex- 
citement growing out of the riot- 
ing, in which Burmese and Hindu 
dock workers fought with knives. 
The military are standing by the 
police in the disturbed area to 
combat possible disturbances. 

At Lucknow four were killed and 
30 injured. Bands of rioters pa- 
raded through all quarters of the 
city after having been dispersed 
{fn a hot skirmish with police and 
soidiers at Aminabad Park, in the 
busiest center of the city. The po- 
lice fired 57 shots at close range 
into a m°* attacking one of their 
outposts. 1 -urteen policemen were 
taken to hospitals. _ 

At Dacca, 150 miles from Cal- 
cutta, fighting between Hindus and 
Moslems left the streets deserted 

and drove peaceful inhabitants 
within. doors, Looting and stabbing 
continued as sequels to the com- 
mung] riots, which began on Thurs- 
day. "They have so far caused the 
IS 14 persons and the injury 
of 40. : 
Beyond Gandhi Program. 

The, feature of these disorders is 
the fact that they have no direct 
conneetion with Mahatma Gandhi's 
campaign. In both Rangoon and 
Dacca they have been purely racial 
in origin and conducted without 
any reference to salt, foreign cloth 
or any'-of the other objectives of 
the non-violent civil resistance 
plans. . 

That an indirect connection, how- 
ever, exists between the riots and 
the Nationalist campaign is consid- 
ered undeniable by experienced 
British observers, if only from the 
fact that the difficulties caused the 
authorities by the activities of the 
volunteers give scope and pretext 
to all the forces of disorder.

“No Apology to Make.” 
The report added: “We did use 
all the energy in the planning that 
we were capable of in bringing 
about the election of Herbert 
Hoover as President and Charles 
Curtis for Vice President. We 
had to do this or permit: the wet 
nullifiers to imperil prohibition and 
all future moral standards for our 
country. We have no apology to 
make to anybody.”

Figures are not yet available for 
last year, but a further drop is an- 
ticipated. The stock market break 
is regarded as a factor in the 1929 
decline, Boykin stating that one 
maker of the finest American pi- 
manos reported that 1929 was the 
biggest year he had known up to 
October. 

“The piano has had to fight the 
automobile,” he continued, “which 
has taken people away from the 
bome If has had to face compe- 
tition in instalment buying not only 
from the automobile, but the re- 
frigerator, washing machine, radio 


and other home utilities. At one; - 


time the piano monopoalized $0 per 
eent of the instalment dollar.”

After being photographed, fin- 
ger-printed and “dressed in,” Dr. 
Bass was confined temporarily in 
the stockade, where a close watch 
will be kept over him in view of 
his recent attempt at suicide in the 
Benton County Jail. 

While in the stockade he will 
receive a medical examination to 
determine his mental condition, 
and if found sane, according to 
Warden’ Todhunter, most likely 
willbe sent to the prison farm, 
near Pine Bluff, and given em- 
ployment as dentist for the prison- 
ers at the farm. 

Medical examination while he 
was in jail at Bentonville disclosed 
that Dr. Bass, who is 53 years old, 
was suffering from cerebro ar- 
terio sclerosis, a‘ hardening of the 
arteries in the brain, which is caus- 
ing, according. to the - examining 
physicians, a ‘progressive mental 
deterioration. It° was the opinion 
of physicians that his transfer to 
an asylum shortly. would become 
necessary.

Mufti of ‘Jerusalem arrived in 
Geneva yesterday to appeal to the 
League of Nations on behalf of the 
Mohammedan Arabs of Palestine. 
He came from London, where he 
was chief spokesman for the Arab 
delegation that placed before the 
British authorities Moslem de- 
mands for drastic changes in the 
administration of the Palestine 
mandate. Three principal] demands 
put forward in London were re- 
jected. These were prohibition of 
the sale of land by Arabs to Jews, 
total suspension of Jewish im- 
migration into Palestine for the 
time being and creation of a con- 
stitutional government with a legis- 
lature representing the Palestine 
population in proportion to the 
number of Jews and Arabs there, 
which would then determine the 
conditions of future Jewish im- 
migration into Palestine. 

The Grand Mufti leaves Geneva 
today for Palestine to report 
directly to the Mohammedan Con- 
gress the outcome of the mission 
to London. He said the future 
policy of the Palestine Arab Ex- 
ecutive Committee would be de- 
termined by the Congress after it 
has heard his report. 

Although the principal Arab de- 
mands were rejected, the British 
have promised to develop a ncw 
policy through the Palestine High 
Commiasiener, Sir John Chancellor. 
after the Grand Mufti’s return to 
Palestine. However, the British 
Government has made it clear that 
it is determined to abide by the 
principles of the Balfour declara- 
tion, in which the Jews of Pales- 
tine were promised support for 
their'project of establishing a Jew- 
ish national homeland there. 


British White Paper Indicates

A Supreme Court Judge’s Opinion of the 


Causes of Increased Crime. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 


AM thankful to you for your editorial 
- in a recent issue of the Post-Dispatch 


on “The Law in Popular Contempt.” 


The terrible increase in crime in this 
‘country is due to two principal causes. 
One of these is delay in bringing the ac- 
cused to trial, and the other to a blind 
following of that fetish of the common 


law, called precedent. 


* Delays always redound to the advan- 
‘tage of the accused; and, when all other 
sources of refuge fail, the adroit criminal 
lawyer seeks the shield of a continuance, 
knowing full well that his client cannot 
-thereby suffer and tat some fortuitous 
circumstance may, happen that will 


lessen the strength of the State’s case. 


Delays, therefore, in criminal prosecu- 
tions are dangerous hindrances to the 


wholesome administration of the law. 
This fact is well known to the criminal 
classes. ' 

Without troubling themselves as to the 
evidence that may be adduced to secure 
their conviction or attempting, as some 
of the most fiendish and sordid “do, to 
plan.a “perfect crime,” they violate the 
law with little regard for the force of 
the State’s evidence and rely upon the 
delays that may be secured by an un- 
scrupulous lawyer which may _ enable 
them to go unwhipped of punishment. 
Nothing is truer than the maxim to 
which Jeremy Bentham gave sententious 
utterance, that “it is the certainty and 
not the severity of punishment that tends 
to lessen crime.” Delays, therefore, in 
rendering the punishment of criminals 
less certain, if they do not encourage 
crime, lessen the criminal’s fear of con- 
viction. 

The following of that common-law 
fetish, called precedent, is another pro- 
lific cause of the maladministration of 
the criminal law and the consequent es- 
cape of many criminals from punish- 
ment. Numerous cases might be cited 
where judgments of reversal have been 
rendered on the alleged ground that er- 
ror had been committed in not follow- 
ing the law as announced or the rule of 
procedure promulgated in an_ earlier 
case. If the facts in the case cited were 
identical with those in the case under 
review and it was evident that ae dis- 
regard of the ruling in the former would 
be prejudicial to the accused, then it 


should be followéd. It is the abuse, | 4Ster. 


however, and not the use of this prac- 
tice to which I call attention. In so do- 
ing, I would not be understood as con- 
tending that if it is reasonably possible 
that an errer, from its nature. under all 
the facts in the case, is likely to prove 
prejudicial to the accused, that prece- 
dents may properly be invoked to sustain 
a reversal. i, 

The history of the origin and applica- 
tion of precedents in the determination 


of subsequent cases ‘before appellate} 


courts is not without interest. It had its 
origin primarily in cases in which the 
allegations of material facts in a crimi- 
nal charge appeared upon the trial to be 
different from the proof, and fearful lest 
this variance might prove prejudicial, 
the practice was developed, when eourts 
were more scholastic than judicial, of re- 
vérsing any case in which it appeared 
that the proceedings had not conformed 
to former rulings in similar cases, wheth- 
er error was apparent or not. This ay 
tiquated doctrine has restlted in the re- 
versal of many cases where even a 
microscopical review of the record will 
not disclose prejudicial error. ‘This is 
true to a greater or less extent in the 
rulings of courts of last resort in differ- 
ent jurisdictions. 

Out of this practice grew the pre- 
sumption that all error or a failure to 
follow precedent was = prejudicial and 
should work a reversal. Earlier cases 
may be found in which this doctrine has 
been announced and followed, resulting 
in the reversal and retrial of cases with 
their consequent delays which always 
lessen the possibility of convictions. To 
those at all familiar with the adminis- 
tration of the criminal law it is well 
known that a large number of the re- 
versals of cases arises out of a contin- 
ued though perhaps covert adherence to 
the doctrine of the assumed existence of 
prejudicial error. - R. F. WALKER,

Many people contend that in spite

“Our Federal Reserve authorities 
have apparently made some at- 
tempts to do this by reducing re- 
discount rates, but obviously this 
device has not been sufficient.

would restore the general level of 
prices, stimulate business, help ag- 
riculture and reduce unem ploy; 
ment. Even now, if made avail- 
able, this credit would operate to 


| increase consumer demend and this 


would largely absorb those now out 
of employment and restvre busi- 
ness more nearly to a normal 
level of activity. 

‘It is important the public should 
understand the tremendous power 
which the Federal Reserve System 
possesses to mairitain that neces-- 
sary balance between the volume of 
credit in use and the necessities of 
production and trade. It is impor- 
tant that the public come to under- 
stand how a reduction of the’ redis- 
count rate and how purchases of 
open market investments operate to 
prevent or to relieve a condition of 
trade depression and  unemploy- 
ment such as now exists. 

“One may raise the question 
whether, in attempting to stop 
such spasms of speculation as this 
country experienced in 1928 and 
the early part of 1929, it is desir- 
able to use measuges which severely 
and unjustly injure many people 
who had no part in creating the 
evil aimed at.
